New York, July 3 -A terrific storm 
Thursday followed a period of Intense 
iMtat.

reported, and many persons caught In 
the 'ury of the wind were Injured. 

At one time the gale blew at the 
rate of 72 miles an hour In the upper 
port of New York, according to the 
!|POather btireau. Umaj places were 
■Iriick by lightning; which played con- 
tlDuously for an hour or more. A great 
section of the Manhattan field fence 
waa blown down and there was almost 
a panic among the thousands of men 
•Bd women who had gathered at the 
Polo grounds adjoining to witness the 
New York and St. Louis baseball 
game The Polo grounds were flooded 
with a foot of water. th<' game was off 
and the attention of the oiBciala and 
police was directed to getting the half 
panlo-strickM basfbaU speetators to • 
place M saltty. ' ^ 

A wind of extremely high velocity 
swept from west to east, uprooting 
trees, smashiiig plate-glass wlndowu, 
^blowing pedestrians from their footing 
and doing all kinds of damage. Rain 
Md hail fell in torrents. Fannie Klns- 
ler, 6 years old, blinded by the rain, 
ran under a wagon and was killed. 

John Dominlck, a laborer, wa:^ 
knocked Into the Kast river by a plank 
which had been picked up by the wind 
and he was drowned. 
' The wind swept the embers of a bon- 
fire, kindled by a number of boys, over 
the pinafore of Clari>nce Halden, 
years old, and he was burned to death. 

Miss Mary Carman was dashed by 
tihe wind against the Flatiron building 
aad BO severely iojurad ihat she had 
,to be taken to the New York hospital.
